PAKT I. 

NATURE AND FORMATION OF BENEFIT 
BUILDING SOCIETIES. 

A Benefit Building Society is in the nature of a 
Joint Stock Association, the members of which sub- 
scribe periodically, and in proportion to the number 
of their shares, different sums into one common fund, 
which thus becomes large enough to be advan- 
tageously employed, by being lent out at interest to 
such of the members as desire advances ; and the 
interest as soon as it is received, making fresh capital, 
is lent out again and again so as to be continually 
reproductive. The payments of borrowing members 
should be so calculated as to enable them to repay, 
by equal monthly instalments within a specified 
period, the principal of the sums borrowed with 
interest. The other members who have not received 
advances, become entitled, at the end of a given 
number of years, to be paid a sum equivalent to the 
amount of their payments, with accumulated com- 
pound interest. 

The Act regulating these societies is the 6 & 
7 JFl 4. c. 32, by which it is enacted that any number

of persons may form a society for the purpose of 
raising, by monthly or other subscriptions of the 
several members, shares not exceeding the value 
of 150Z. for each share, such subscriptions not to 
exceed in the whole 20^. per month for each share, 
a stock or fund for the purpose of enabUng each 
member to receive out of the funds the amount or 
value of his or her share or shares therein, to erect 
or purchase one or more dwelling-house or houses, or 
other real or leasehold estate, to be secured by way 
of mortgage to the society until the amount or value 
of his or her shares shall have been fully repaid to 
the society, with the interest thereon, and all fines 
or other payments incurred in respect thereof. 

The society is empowered to make rules, which 
must be duly certified by the Registrar of Friendly 
Societies ; and for this purpose two copies of the 
rules, signed by three members and the secretary, 
must be sent to him, and if he finds them conformable 
to law he is to give his certificate on each of the 
copies, and to return one to the society and send the 
other to the Clerk of the Peace for the county 
wherein the society is established. The same course 
is to be adopted upon the making of any alterations 
or amendments in the rules ; and an affidavit of the 
clerk or secretary or one of the officers of the society 
that the provisions of the Act have been complied 
with must also be sent. 

The special advantages guaranteed to societies 
established under this Act are as follows : — 

1. The rules are binding upon the members, and 
may be legally enforced. 
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2. Protection is given to the members in enforcing 
their just claims^ and against any fraudulent dissolu- 
tion of the society. 

3. The property of the society is declared to be 
vested in the trustees or treasurer for the time 
being.. 

4. The trustees or treasurer may, with respect to 
the property of the society, sue and be sued in their 
or his own names or name. 

5. Fraud committed with respect to the property 
of the society is punishable by justices. 

6. Disputes in certain cases are to be settled by 
reference to justices or arbitrators, whose order or 
award is final. 

7. Priority of payment of debts, in case of the 
death or bankruptcy of any officer of the society, or 
upon an execution being issued against his property. 

8. Any sum not exceeding 20/. may, upon the 
death of a member, be paid without letters of ad- 
ministration. 

9. Members are allowed to be witnesses in all 
proceedings, criminal or civil, respecting the property 
of the society. 

10. Exemption from stamp duty of all securities 
given to the society. 

And lastly, no reconveyance of the mortgaged 
property is necessary on the termination of the 
society, or the repayment of the money advanced. 

The rules are required by the Act to contain the 
following particulars, namely, the intents and pur- 
poses of the society ; to what uses the funds are to 
be appropriated, and the imposition of a penalty

upon their misappropriation ; the place or places of 
the meetings of the society ; the powers and duties 
of the members at large^ and of the committees and 
officers ; the number of officers, and the purposes for 
and the manner in which they are to be elected, and 
their duration in office, as also the number of mem* 
bers to constitute the conunittee; the manner of 
settling disputes, whether by justices or arbitration, 
and if in the latter way the number of arbitrators 
and the mode of their election. Provision must also 
be made for the preparation, by some officer of the 
society, once in every year, of a statement of the 
funds and effects of the society, specifying in whose 
custody they are, together with an account of all 
receipts and expenses since the last preceding state- 
ment. 

The provisions of the former Friendly Societies 
Acts, the 10 Geo. 4. c. 56, and 4 & 6 Wm. 4. c. 40, 
are incorporated into the Benefit Building Societies 
Act ; and, although these Acts have been repealed, 
they are still in force for the purposes of these 
societies. This point was virtually decided in Rex 
V. Inhabitants of Merionethshire ^ 6 Q.B. Beports 343, 
where it was held that the repeal of an Act which 
had been incorporated with another Act did not 
repeal the former Act so far as it was applicable to 
the purposes of the Act into which it had been 
incorporated. See also Reff. v. Stock, 8 Ad. & Ell. 
405. 

The sections of the above Acts applicable to these 
societies will be found infra. 

By the 7th section of the 10 Geo. 4. c. 56, no

society is to have the benefit of the Act until the 
rules have been deposited with the Clerk of the 
Peace, and duly entered in a book to be kept by an 
officer of the society ; but notwithstanding this, any 
bond or security given to the treasurer will be valid, 
and may be sued upon at law. This point arose in 
the case of Jones v. Woottam, 5 Bam, & Aid. 769, 
where it was held that a bond given to the treasurer 
of a Benefit Society, for the use of the society, was 
an available security at common law, although the 
rules of the society had not been confirmed pur^ 
suant to the statute then in force relating to Friendly 
Societies. In Margett v. Parkes, 1 Dowl. & L. 582, 
which was an action of assumpsit by the treasurer of 
a Friendly Society on a note, it was held that an 
averment that the rules were filed under 10 Geo, 4, 
c. 56, before the making of the promise, was not 
material ; and an objection that they were not filed 
until after the making of the note, but before it 
became due, was invalid. 

It would seem, upon the principle of the following 
case, that if any security requiring a stamp is given 
to the society before the rules are certified, and is 
not properly stamped, it will be sufficient if they are 
duly certified before action brought. In Bradburne 
V. Whitbread^ 6 Sc. N. K. p. 284, which was the case 
of an unstamped promissory note given to the 
trustees of a Loan Society established under the 
Friendly Loan Act, it was contended that the 
trustees could not sue on the note, it having been 
made before the rules were enrolled, though after 
thay had been certified ; but the Court'held that the 
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enrolment of the rules before the commencement of 
the action, was sufficient to enable the trustees to 
recover. 

Until the rules and alterations of rules are certi- 
fied, they cannot be legally acted on. This point 
arose in Battey v. Townrow, 4 Camp. 6, where it 
was held that an action could not be maintained by 
the trustees of a Friendly Society, elected under 
new regulations, imtil they had been confirmed 
according to the statute, as the plaintiffs were not 
the legal trustees of the society for the time being, 
and tlie effects sought to be recovered never vested 
in them. See also Wybergh v. Ainkyy 4 M^Cleland, 
699. In Reg. v. Godolpliiuy 8 Ad. & Ell. 338, it ap- 
peared that certain alterations were made in the 
rules of a Friendly Society established under the 33 
Geo. 3. c. 54; but the altered rules were never 
enrolled, and it was held that the rules as altered 
could not legally be acted upon. In giving judg- 
ment, the Court said it would be well if it were 
generally understood that these societies cannot 
depart from their established rules, or neglect to 
comply with the statute in the mode of altering or 
repealing them, without exposing their property to 
damage, and themselves to great expense, loss, and 
inconvenience. A doubt was also entertained as to 
whether the original rules continued in force, even 
for the purpose of holding the society legal under 
the statute, in consequence of the case Ex parte 
Norrishy Jac. 162 ; but in the case of Reg. v. Cottony 
15 Q.B. Repts. 569, it was held that, notwithstand- 
ing the alterations, the society was still in existence. 
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See also Meredith v. JVhittinffham, 1 Com. Bench 
Eeports, N. S.216. 

All rules and alterations are binding from the 
time of their being certified, Bradbume v. Whitbread^ 

6 Scott, N.C. 283, and the certificate of the bar- 
rister is conclusive as to the validity of the rules or 
alterations, Dewhurst y. Clarkson^ 3 EU. & Bl. 194, 
where it warf proved that the rule of the society as to 
manner of making new rules had not been complied 
with; the certificate, however, will not make an 
illegal rule legal, Kehally, Tyler ^ 11 Exc. Rep. 560. 

The property on account of which the advance is 
required, is to be mortgaged to the society to secure 
the amount of the shares with interest, and all other 
payments due under the rules ; the security should 
be made in the usual mortgage form, and not as a 
conveyance upon trusts to secure the repayments, 
for if made in this latter form the society will not, 
upon default being made in the repayments, be en- 
titled to a foreclosure decree, as in the case of a 
regular mortgage, but accounts will be ordered to 
be taken and the property to be sold, Schwestzen v. 
Stych, 31 Beav. 37. 

The funds of the society cannot be laid out in the 
purchase of land to be allotted among the members, 
and the directors and trustees will be personally 
liable for all monies so laid out. Grimes v. Harrison^ 
26 Beav. 435, In re Kent Benefit Building Society ^ 

7 Jur. 1045 ; but notwithstanding this misapplication 
of the funds, the members are still liable to pay 
their subscriptions, Hughes v. Layton, 10 Jur.,513, 
12 Weekly Rep. 408. 
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By the 5th section of the Building Societies Act, 
a receipt endorsed upon the mortgage or further 
charge is to vacate the same, and to vest the pro- 
perty in the person for the time being entitled to 
the equity of redemption. In Prosser v. Rice, 28 
Beav. 68, a member mortgaged to the society and 
then made a second mortgage to C, who therefore 
became entitled to the equity of redemption; the 
member then borrowed a sum from D to pay off 
the society, and a receipt was endorsed upon the 
mortgage, and a mortgage executed to D; and it 
was held that the legal estate was thereupon vested 
in C by the operation of this section, and not in D. 
Although this receipt operates as an effectual re^- 
conveyance, yet in a recent case the costs of a 
reconveyance by deed were allowed on taxation. 
Page, In re, 32 Beav. 485. 

These societies are within the operation of the 
Winding-up Clause of the Joint Stock Companies 
Act, 1862. In re Midland Counties Benefit Build- 
ing Society, 33 Law Jour. (Ch.) 739. 



PART 11. 

BIGHTS AND LIABILITIES OP THE SOCIETY AND 

ITS OFFICEKS. 

The 13th section of the 10 Geo, 4. c. 56, states 
how the funds of the society not wanted for the 
immediate exigencies thereof may be invested, and

upon the construction of this section it has been 
held that the society may lend such funds upon 
mortgage to any of its members^ and that such 
security will vest in the trustees for the time being, 
Morrison v. Glover ^^ Exc Rep. 431, 19 Law Jour. 
(Exc.) 20 ; Cutbill v. Kingdom, 1 Exc. Rep. 494, 

By the II th section the treasurer is to give 
security to the society for the due performance of 
his duties, but this will not make him liable for 
monies received on account of the society, and of 
which he may have been robbed by violence and 
without fault of his own, the obligation imposed by 
this section being that only of a bailee. Walker v. 
Guarantee Society y 18 Q.B. Rep. 277. 

The 21st section of the above Act, vesting all the 
property in the trustees of the society, has been held 
to empower them to call for a transfer of the funds 
belonging to the society previously to its legal 
establishment, if a majority of the members agree to 
the society being brought under the Act, Yea^es v. 
Roberts, 3 Dre. 171, 7 De Gex, M. & G. 227; 
Hodges v. Wale, 2 Weekly Rep. 65, The property, 
however, of a society in the hands of other persons 
does not vest in the trustees by their mere appoint- 
ment, Dewhurst v. Clarkson, 3 Ell. & BL 194. 

This section makes the continuing and new trus- 
tees joint tenants, and operates as a new appointment 
of all. Walker v. Giles, 6 C. B. Rep. 662 ; and no 
assignment or conveyance is necessary upon the 
appointment of new trustees, Morrison v. Glover, 
16 L.J. (Exc.) 20; Reg.y. Cain, 1 Car. & M. 309. 
By this section no action can be brought or defended 
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by the trustees without the consent of a meeting ; 
but in Doe v. Glover, 15 Q.B. Rep. 103, it was held 
that the defendant, a member, could not allege that 
the action was brought without such consent. Upon 
an action on a note made payable to the treasurer 
for the time being, it was held that it should have 
been brought by the treasurer at the time of the 
action, Timms v. Williams, 3 Q.B. Rep- 413. It was 
held in a late case, Hodges v. Wale, 2 Weekly Rep. 
65, that a power by the rules to appoint trustees 
from time to time implied a power of removaL 

In proceedings before justices under section 25, 
the complaint must be made and information laid 
within six calendar months from the time when the 
matter of such complaint arose, 11 & 12 Vic. c 43, 
s. 11 ; 12 & 13 Vic. c. 70, s. 11 ; and by 2 & 3 Vic. 
c. 71, s. 14, and 11 & 12 Vic. c. 43, s. 34; the 
Lord Mayor of London and any Alderman sitting 
at the Mansion House or at Guildhall, may do alone 
any act which under this section may be done by 
more than one justice; and by 11 & 12 Vic. c. 43, 
s. 33, any one Metropolitan Police magistrate, and 
by 21 & 22 Vic, c. 73, a stipendiary magistrate, may 
act in the same way. 

The summary power given by this section does 
not prevent proceedings by indictment, although the 
offender is a member of the society. Rex v. Hall, 1 
Moody Cr. Cas. 474 ; nor take away the common 
law remedy by action, Sharpe v. Warren, 6 Price 
131 ; Sinden v. Banks, 30 L. J. (Q. B.) 102. Tres- 
pass will not lie against a magistrate for anything 
done by him under this section, unless he is made 
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acquainted with every fact necessary to enable hini 
to determine when called on to act ; as^ for instance^ 
where the rules directed disputes to be referred to 
arbitration^ Pike v. CarteVy 10 Moore 376. 

The 12th section of the 4 & 5 W. 4. c. 40, giving 
priority of payment of debts, in case of any officer 
appointed to any office in the society, who may 
have in his hands, by virtue of his office or 
emplojTnent, any monies of the society, dying or 
becoming bankrupt or insolvent, &c., applies only to 
cases of debts in respect of money received by officers 
by virtue of their office, and independent of contract. 
Thus it was held, upon the construction of the 10th 
section of the 33 Geo. 3. c. 54 (similar to this sec- 
tion), that the section did not apply to debts due 
from officers individually, and not in their official 
characters : Ex parte The Amicable Society of Lan- 
caster ^ 6 Vesey 98, nor to money held by a person 
not appointed treasurer, or by the treasurer upon 
notes carrying interest; Ashley ^ Ex parte, 6 Ves. 
441 ; RosSy Ex parte, ib. 802 ; Stamford Friendly 
Society y Ex parte y 15 Ves. 280 ; and see Bucklandy 
Ex partCy 1 Buck. 514, Aaon. 6 Mad. 98 ; nor to 
bankers appointed to receive money and remit to 
their London agent for the purpose of investment. 
Ex parte Whip ham y 3 Mont. D. & D. 564 ; Harris^ 
Ex parte y 1 De Gex 162. But where the bankrupt, 
on being appointed treasurer, was by the rules to 
pay interest on the amount in his hand, it was held 
that the section applied, as being money in his hands 
by virtue of his office as treasurer, and that the 
assignees were liable to pay over the amount to the 
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society, Ray^ Ex parte^ 1 M. & Ch. 537 ; and where 
the treasurer of a savings bank was partner in a bank 
into which all monies received by the manager were 
paid to the credit of the trustees, and interest allowed 
thereon, and the treasurer acknowledged from time 
to time the balance to be monies in his hands as 
treasurer, held, under a similar clause in a Savings 
Bank Act to that now under consideration, that such 
balance was to be deemed as in his hands as treasurer 
at the time of his bankruptcy, and the trustees en- 
titled to recover the amount in full, Riddell, Ex 
partCy 3 Mont. D. & D. 80. In the case, however, 
of Ex parte Jardine^ 10 Law Jour. N. S. (B.) 11, 
1 Fonblanque 324, it was held that an actuary of a 
savings bank, who by the rules had no power to 
receive money, but was allowed to do so by the 
manager, could not be said to have received it by 
virtue of his office, and therefore that the trustees of 
the bank had no priority over the other creditors. 
Where a joint fiat in bankruptcy was issued against 
the treasurer of a savings bank and his co-partner, it 
was held, under the clause in the Savings Bank Act, 
that the bank could only claim a priority of payment 
in respect of monies due from the treasurer out of 
his separate estate, and that they had no claim 
against the joint estate, although the separate estate 
was not sufficient to pay the whole amount, Ex 
parte Appach^ 1 Mont. D. & D. 83. 

A treasurer of a Friendly Society took a security 
in the name of the society from a debtor of his own, 
retained the amount of his debt out of the society's 
money, afterwards debited himself annually in the 
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society's accounts with the interest of the amount 
for which the security was taken, and then became 
bankrupt. The security proving insufficient, and 
not being a security within the Friendly Societies 
Acts, it was held that the society was not deprived 
of the right of priority of payment by reason of not 
having taken steps to set aside the transaxjtion, or to 
realise the security before the bankruptcy. Ex 
parte Burge, 1 Mont. D. & D. 540. 

The Act does not provide for the case of a person 
employed in any office, but only of one appointed to 
an office ; so where no bankers were appointed, but 
the money of the society was paid into a bank, it 
was held that the society was not entitled to priority, 
Orford, Ex partCy 1 De Gex, M. & G. 483. 

The circumstance of the society not having 
audited the accounts of their treasurer was held not 
to deprive them of their priority, and it was also 
held that the filing and service of a Bill by the 
trustees to enforce such priority was a demand in 
writing within the meaning of the Act, Absalum v. 
Gethiriy 11 Weekly Rep. 332. 

Where a society had authorised two of the trustees 
and a director to borrow money from the bankers of 
the society upon their joint and several promissory 
note, and the bankers at the time of their bankruptcy 
held the note, and there was also a balance in their 
hands to the credit of the society upon its current 
account, it was held that the society was entitled to 
set off the amount of its balance against the sum 
due upon the note, Clennell^ Ex parte^ 9 Weekly 
Rep. 380. 
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The trustees and secretary of a society were held 
personally responsible for a promissory note signed 
by them for money lent to the society. Price v. 
Taylor i 8 Weekly Rep. 419 ; Bottomley v. Fisher, 
10 Weekly Rep. 668 ; and where by the rules of the 
society the surveyor was to be paid out of the funds, 
the committee were held liable, although the purpose 
for which he was employed was not within the 
objects of the society as the building of houses, 
Alexander v. Worman, 30 Law J. (Exc.) 199. 

The society is liable for necessary work although 
the order for the same is not given in the manner 
directed by the rules, Atlard v. Bourne y 15 Com. 
Bench Rep. 468. 

Great strictness must be observed in following 
the rules as to the appointment of officers. In the 
case of Roberts v. Price , 4 C. B. Rep. 231, the 
rules vested in a committee of eleven the power of 
electii^ a treasurer and other officers. At a meeting 
of the committee when ten only were present, the 
eleventh not having received notice, the former 
treasurer was removed and another person appointed 
in his stead by a majority of votes. But it was held 
that the election was void, although the absent com- 
mitteeman had for a considerable period ceased to 
attend the meetings, and had intimated an.intention 
of not attending again, and although the former 
treasurer had demanded a poll. 

In R. V. Oldham and the United Insurance Society y 

15 Jurist 1035, it was decided that the officers of a 
Friendly Society were bound, under section 9 of 10 
Geo. 4. c. 56, to sign a notice to convene a general 
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meeting of the members, upon a requisition for that 
purpose being duly made to them. 

Where notice of the holding of a meeting has 
been properly given, there is no necessity for giving 
notice of its bon& fide adjournment, Kerr v. JVilhie^ 
8 Weekly Rep. 286. 



PART III. 

RIGHTS AND LIABILITIES OF MEMBERS. 

Individuals only, and not persons forming a Joint 
Stock Company, can be members of these societies, 
Dobinson v. Hawhes^ 16 Sim. 407 ; and although by 
the 32nd sec. of the 10 Geo. 4. c. 56, minors may 
be members of Friendly Societies, and execute all 
instrunaents, and give all necessary acquittances, 
and enjoy all privileges, yet it is conceived that 
this section is not applicable to Benefit Building 
Societies, as minors clearly cannot execute deeds or 
transfers. 

A member cannot refuse to pay his subscriptions 
on account of the misapplication of the funds of 
the society, such as their being laid out in the 
purchase of land to be allotted among the mem- 
bers, Hughes v, UEyncourty 12 Weekly Rep. 408, 
10 Jur. 513; and a borrowing member may still 
be liable to pay his subscriptions, although en- 
titled by the rules to receive back his deeds with 
a receipt endorsed upon the security. Farmer v. 
Giles^ 30 Law J. (Exc.) 65 ; Farmer v. Smithy 
28 Law J. (Exc.) 226. 
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In these cases it appeared that, by the rules of 
a Benefit Building Society, every shareholder pay- 
ing 10^. a month on each share, was entitled to 
receive out of the funds a stated sum, in advance 
and satisfaction on each share towards the purchase 
of land, viz., 60/. if advanced during the first year, 
and increasing to 120/. in the thirteenth year; and 
on the other hand, shareholders not receiving an 
advance were, on withdrawing from the society, 
entitled to a sum commencing with 6/. if with- 
drawing at the end of the first year, and in- 
creasing to 120/. if withdrawing at the end of the 
thirteenth year. Each shareholder receiving an 
advance was required to execute to the society a 
mortgage of the land, with a covenant to pay the 
subscriptions on his shares according to the rules of 
the society ; but each shareholder might at any 
time satisfy the security by paying the subscrip- 
tions to the end of the thirteenth year of the so- 
ciety's existence, and was thereupon entitled to a 
receipt by the trustees of the society (indorsed on 
the mortgage pursuant to section 5 of the 6 and 7 
Will. 4. c. 32), for all monies intended to be secured 
by the deed. The rules stipulated that the society 
should terminate when the sum of 120/. for each 
unadvanced share, with all other expenses and lia- 
bilities of the society, should be fully realised ; and 
that the subscription of 10^. a month should con- 
tinue to be paid until the objects of the society should 
be fully accomplished ; and it was held, that although 
the society contemplated that at the end of the thir- 
teenth year, at the furthest, all its objects would 
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be accomplished; yet that as^ in consequence of 
want of funds^ such objects were not effected in 
that time^ the shareholders continued liable to the 
payment of their subscriptions. And also^ that al- 
though a shareholder^ having received an advance 
and executed a mortgage^ was entitled at any time 
before the termination of the thirteen years to re- 
deem the mortgage by payment of the subscrip- 
tions to the thirteenth year^ and although the 
receipt indorsed on the deed vested the estate in 
him^ such redemption did not operate to discharge 
him from the covenant to pay the subscriptions 
according to the rules ; and consequently^ that he 
continued liable to the subscriptions after the thir- 
teen years, as the objects of the society were not 
accomplished. This decision was followed by the 
Master of the Bolls in the case of Sparrow v. Farmer^ 
28 Law J. (Ch.) 537. 

Where, however, the rules expressly empowered 
the managers to determine the amount of money to 
be paid by any mortgagor in full for the claims of 
the society upon his property, on payment of which, 
the share or shares in respect of which the security 
was made were to be whoUy extinguished, it was 
held that the payment of the sum fixed by the ma- 
nagers, and the receipt indorsed upon the mortgage, 
was a total extinguishment of the shares, and that 
the member was not liable to pay any further sub- 
scriptions. Priestly v. Hopwoody 12 Weekly Rep. 
1031. 

The question which ha^ given rise to the greatest 
discussion is as to the terms upon which the mort- 
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gagor is entitled to redeem his property, and this 
depends, of course, upon the rules and the mortgage 
deed. In Mosley v. Baker y 6 Hare 87, by the rules 
of the society lO^. a month subscription and 4*. a 
month redemption monies were payable on each 
advanced share, until a sum of 120/. per share 
should be realised for the non-purchasing members ; 
and any member might redeem by paying the full 
amount expressed to be secured by the mortgage, 
deducting the amount of the subscriptions paid by 
him, and the profits of his shares up to that time. 
Any member, upon withdrawal, was to receive back 
his subscriptions, subject to a fine of so much per 
share ; but after the fifth year of the society he was 
also entitled to receive such a bonus as the directors 
might determine. The mortgage was expressed to 
be made for securing the payments of the subscrip- 
tions, redemption, and other monies payable in 
respect of the shares according to the rules, and it 
declared that upon a sale under the power of sale all 
monies which should at any time afterwards become 
due should be considered as due at the time of the 
sale, and that out of the proceeds of the sale there 
was to be retained all subscriptions then and to be 
thereafter due, calculating the probable duration of 
the society ; and it was held in a redemption suit, 
before the fifth year of the society, that the member 
could redeem only upon payment of all the future 
subscriptions on his shares until the dissolution of 
the society, the probable duration to be ascertained 
by calculation, and the future payments to be treated 
as if immediately due, and this decision was affirmed 
on appeal, S. C. 3 De Gex, M. & G. 1033 
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The next case, Seagrave v. Pope^ 1 De Gex, Mac. 
& Gordon 193, where the facts were very much the 
same as in the previous case, was decided in the 
same way. 

The next case which came before the Courts was 
that of Fleming v. Selfy 3 De Gex, Mac. & Gordon 
997. In that case the rules and mortgage deed were 
very similar to those in the other cases, but the 
society had existed more than five years, and in the 
mortgage deed there was no provision as to calcu- 
lating the probable duration of the society in the 
event of a sale under the deed ; and a decree was 
made for redemption, directing calculation to be 
made of the longest possible duration of the society 
at the date of the notice to redeem, having regard to 
the net assets of the society, and to the monthly 
subscriptions and redemption money still continuing 
payable, and the number of 120Z. shares to be pro- 
vided for, and charging the member as a present 
debt with all subscriptions and redemption money 
which would become payable by him, assuming the 
society to endure for the whole of the calculated 
period, and crediting him with the amount of bonus 
payable at the date of the notice to withdrawing 
members. 

The decree in the last case was in Smith v. Pil- 
kington, 1 De Gex, F. & J., a case on the same rules, 
held binding, and also that it extended to the deduc- 
tion of redemption monies paid in by the mortgagor, 
although that point was not expressly referred to in 
the judgment in that case. 

No alterations of rules or new rules are binding 



so Rights and Liahilitiei of Members, 

upon the members who have preyiously given notice 
of withdrawal^ Armitage v. Walker, 2 B^ay & John* 
211. 

A member upon withdrawing from the society is 
always entitled by the rules to receive back the 
amount of hid subscriptions, generally with interest, 
and also a share of profits. By the rules of a society 
the directors were authorised to invest the funds on 
mortgage for ten years at interest, or in building on 
or improving land mortgaged to them, and members 
might withdraw upon giving a certain notice, but no 
time was specified for making the payments they were 
to receive, and the directors had power to pay such 
claims in the order in which they arose ; and it was 
held that it was competent to the arbitrator to con- 
sider when, consistently with the due prosecution of 
the other objects of the society, such payment should 
be made, and to fix a time accordingly, Armitage 
V. Walker y supra. 

The only other point relating to the rights of 
members to be referred to is, the right of a borrow- 
ing member in possession of the mortgaged premises 
under the mortgaged deed to be registered as a 
county voter. It has been held that where the pay- 
ments to be made do not reduce the annual value 
below 40^., then the member has a right to be so 
registered. In Rohinson, app. v. Derby y resp, 12 
W. Rep. 202, it appeared that the society some 
years ago had advanced to the member 73/., and 
that the monthly repayments amounted to 4Z. per 
annum; the claimant had paid 717. before January 
1863, and the whole purchase of 73/. was completed 
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by the payment of the remaining 21. in July 1863. 
The revising barrister was of opinion that the claim- 
ant was progressing towards the acquisition of his 
freehold, which, when fully paid up, would have cost 
him 73Z., of which he had paid 71/. before January 
1863, and found that he had a freehold prior to the 
31st of January last of the value of 40Z. per annum, 
and therefore he retained his vote, and the Court 
were of opinion that the revising barrister was right. 
The diflSiculty in this case arose entirely from the 
decision in the case of Copelandy. Bartlett, 26 Com. 
Bench Rep. 662 ; the circumstances of the case were 
nearly identical, but the barrister did not find the 
value of the claimant's beneficial interest, and there- 
fore his interest did not appear to be of the value 
of 405. 



PART IV. 

SETTLEMENT OF DISPUTES. 

The 27th sec. of the 10 Geo. 4. c. 56, directs pro- 
vision to be made in the rules for the settlement of 
disputes, and this direction has been repeatedly held 
to exclude the jurisdiction of the Superior Courts, 
see JEx parte Payrte^ 5 Dow. and L. 679 ; Reeves v. 
White, 18 Justice of the Peace 118; Grinham v. 
Cardy 7 Exc. Repts. 833. In Armitage v. Walker, 
2 Kay and J. 211, it was held that neither a Court 
of Law nor Equity could alter the award of arbi- 
trators or justices imless there was error upon the 
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face of it, or it was shown to have been corruptly 
obtained. 

The dispute, however, must be one between the 
society and a member as a member, and not in any 
other capacity he may fill as a mortgagor, &c. : see 
Morrison v. Glover^ 19 L. J. Rep. (Exc.) 20, where 
the member was sued upon his covenant in the 
mortgage deed ; Farmer v. Giles, 30 L. J. (Exc.) 
65, which was an action upon the covenant in 
the mortgage deed for payment of the subscrip- 
tions, &c. ; Harmer v. Gooding, 13 Jur. 400 ; 
Smith V. Lloydy 26 Beav. 507, suits for an account 
and a dissolution of the society ; Fleming v. Self, 
3 De Gex, M. and G., a redemption suit. 

The dispute is by the Act to be between the 
society and any individual member thereof, or per- 
son claiming on account of any member, and in 
Knox V. Shephard, 36 Law Tinges 351, it was held 
that where the administrators of a deceased member 
had been treated by the society as a member, the 
rule as to the settlement of disputes applied to him. 
The Act provides for the nomination of new arbi- 
trators in case of the death or refusal to act of the 
former ones ; and in Re Evans, 18 Justice of the 
Peace 247, where the arbitrators appointed by the 
rules were superseded by mistake, and new ones 
were bonfi, fide appointed in the belief that the 
former were dead or had refused to act, it was held 
that an award made by the newly-appointed arbi- 
trators was valid. The award must be made ac- 
cording to the true purport and meaning of the 
rules, to be valid and binding ; therefore, where by 
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the rules the arbitrators were to hear evidence on 
both sides^ it was held that as they had refused to 
hear evidence on the part of the member the award 
was bad. Re Grants 14 Q.B. Rep. 43 ; it is clear, 
however, that they may decline to hear counsel, In 
re Macqueeuy 9 Com. Bench Rep. N. S. 793. 

The award may be enforced by any one justice, 
who may issue a warrant of distress for the money 
awarded if not immediately paid, and it was held, in 
Hammond v. Bendy she ^ 13 Q.B. Repts. 872, that a 
previous summons to show cause against such issuing 
is not necessary. ^ All that the magistrate has to see 
is, that the rules of the society have been properly 
certified, and the award properly made, Hughes v. 
D'Eyncourt, 12 W. R. 409. By the 28th section of 
the 10 Geo. 4. c, 6^y justices may decide disputes if 
the rules so direct ; and by section 7 of 4 and 5 Will. 
4. c. 40, if no award shall have been made by the 
arbitrators within forty days after application to the 
society, justices may decide the dispute ; and by the 
next section power is given to justices, and also to 
the arbitrators, to order an expelled member to be 
reinstated, or in default of reinstatement they may 
award to the member a sum of money as compensa- 
tion, to be recoverable from the society in the same 
way as any money awarded by arbitrators is recover- 
able. Before, however, a distress warrant is issued for 
non-compliance with any order made under these 
sections directing money to be paid, a previous 
summons to the party is necessary, to show cause 
against the issuing of the warrant, Hammond v. 
Bendyshe^ 13 Q.B, Rep. 872. The jurisdiction of 
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the justice must be confined strictly to the subject- 
matter of complaint^ as was held in Rex v. Soper^ 3 
Bam. & Cr. 857, where it appeared that on the 
complaint of an expelled member of a Friendly 
Society of having been deprived of relief to which 
he was entitled, the justices awarded not only that 
the steward should give him such relief, but also that 
he should be continued a member of the society ; and 
it was held that the latter part of the order was 
illegal, inasmuch as the expulsion of the party was 
no part of the complaint. Every material fact to 
show the jurisdiction of the justices ^nust be set forth 
in the order. See Day v. King^ 5 Ad. & Ell. 359. 
It was decided in Rex v. Wade^ 1 Bam. & Ad. 861, 
that an indictment lay against the president and 
stewards of a Friendly Society for disobeying an 
order of justices addressed to them, to readmit a 
member, though it was sworn that the power of 
doing so was not in them, but in a committee ; and 
in Rex v. GflwA, 1 Starkie 441, where, upon a com- 
plaint made by an excluded member, the then 
stewards were summoned, and an order was made 
that they and other members of the society should 
reinstate the complainant, the order was served on 
the stewards after they had ceased to be so, but it 
was held that it was still obligatory upon them as 
members to attempt to reinstate the complainant, 
and that their having ceased to be stewards was no 
justification of entire neglect on their part. On an 
indictment against the officers of a Friendly Society 
for not re-admitting a member on the order of 
justices, it was held to be no defence that the party

was not eligible to be a member by the rules, aa 
that was matter of defence before the justices. Rex 
V. Gilkes, 2 Car. & P. 52. 

Where the trustees had expelled a member, it 
was held upon an application for a mandamus to 
reinstate' him, that the question was one for settle- 
ment under the rules, Woolrichy Ex parte y 31 Law J. 
(Q.B.) 122.» 



PART V. 

STAMPS. 



Under the provisions of the 37th section of the 
10 Geo. 4. c. 56, and the 8th section of the 6 & 7 
Wm, 4. c. 32, mortgages and other securities to Benefit 
Building Societies are exempt from stamp duty. 
Walker v. Giles^ 6 Com. Bench Rep. 662 ; Barnard 
V. Pilsworthy lb. 698. In both these cases it was 
held that, reading the 37th section as incorporated 
into the Benefit Building Societies Act, so far as 
applicable it exempted from stamp duty all securities 
given for the purpose of carrying that Act into 
effect; and further, that a later Act limiting the 
exemption previously given to Friendly Societies 
did not affect the Building Societies Act, which was 
an independent statute. These societies, by virtue 
of the above sections, are exempt from the duty on

An Ad for the jRegulation of Beneftt BuUding 
Societies. [14M July 1886.] 

Whereas certcdn societies commonly called building 
societies have been established in different parts of 
the kinffdom, principally amongst the industrious

CERTIFICATE OE SHARES. 

Every Member, upon subscribing for a Share or Shares, and 
signing the Share Register Book in respect thereof as herein- 
after provided, shall be entitled to a certificate or certificates 
of such Share or Shares, specifying the numbers and amount 
thereof, respectively signea by three Directors and counter- 
si^ed by the Secretary, which certificate shall be evidence of 
his title thereto.

The business and affairs of the Society shall be managed and 
conducted by a Board of Directors.

Every Director shall be a subscriber for Shares at 

least in the Socieljr. 

The directors snail meet together on the 
in eveiy month during the continuance of the Society, or 
oftener if necessary, at such place in the said County 

and at such hour as they 
shall think fit, for the purpose of conducting the business of 
the Society, and every such meeting at which not less than 
three Directors are present, shall be styled a Board of 
Directors. 

At the first meeting of the Directors after their election, 
the Directors present shall elect one of their body as Chairman ; 
and in the event of his absence at any of the subsequent 
meetings of the Board, a Chairman for the evening shall be 
appointed by the Directors present. 

No business shall be entered upon or transacted at any such 
meeting, unless three Directors at least are present, and every 
question shall be decided by a majority of votes. 

Every Director present, mcluding tne Chairman, shall have 
one vote ; and in case the votes are equal, the Chairman shall 
have a casting vote. 

Minutes of all the proceedings of every Board of Directors 
shall be entered in a book to be kept for that purpose, and the 
minutes so entered shall be signed in the book at the next 
meeting of the Board, either by the person who was in the 
chair, or by a Director not in the chair who was present at 
that meeting. 

At every meeting of the Board of Directors, immediately 
after the minutes of the last meeting shall have been read and 
signed, the Bankers' book shall be produced and inspected, and

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the amounts received on account of the Society since the last 
meeting shall he declared ; and the total amount thereof, with 
the amount of the balance remaining in the hands of the 
Bankers, shall he entered in the Minute Book ; after which 
applications for withdrawals and adyances shall be recorded 
and considered.

All the moneys and funds of the Society shall be paid into 
the hands of the Bankers to the credit of the Trustees of the 
Society. 

All Deeds and Securities shall be taken in the names of 
the Trustees for the time being, and shall be deposited in a 
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fire-proof chesty or fire-proof room, to which there shall be 
three keys, one of which shall be kept by a Trustee, another 
by the Chairman of the Board of Directors, and the third by 
the Solicitor or Solicitors for the time being to the said 
Society, and the chest shall be placed for safe custody with 
the Bankers of the Society, in the names of the Trustees, and 
a Schedule of the deeds tnerein from time to time shall be 
deposited in the box^ and a copy thereof shall be kept in a book 
by the Secretary. 

All adyances and payments out of the funds of the Society 
shall be made by cheques on the Bankers of the Society, signed 
at a Board of Directors by one Trustee, and at least two 
Directors, or in case there shall be no Trustee present at the 
Board, then by three Directors, the Chairman being one ) and 
eyery cheque shall be countersigned by the Secretary. 

All proceedings at law or in equity which it shall be neces- 
sary to prosecute or defend on behalf of the Society, in the 
names of the Trustees of the Society, shall be brought or de- 
fended by the Solicitor of the Society ; and the Trustees of the 
Society shall be indemnified and sayed harmless out of the 
funds of the Society from all loss in respect thereof. 

In case either of the Trustees shall be desirous to be dis- 
charged from, or shall become incapacitated to act in the trusts 
reposed in him, or shall become bankrupt or insolyent, or com- 
pound with his creditors, or shall borrow the amount or yalue 
of all or any of his Shares out of the funds of the Society, he 
shall be remoyed from his office by the resolution of a Special 
General Meeting of the Members, and shall thereupon cease to 
be a Trustee of the Society, and the Secretary shall forthwith 
conyene a Special Meeting of the Board of Directors ; and at 
such Special Meeting a new Trustee shall be elected in the 
place of such Trustee, or of a Trustee dying ; and the appoint- 
ment of eyery new Trustee shall be signed by one of the 
continuing Trustees (if any such there be) and three Directors, 
and be duly certified as a rule of the Society ; and thereupon 
all the property of the Society yested in such retiring Trustee, 
either alone or jointly with the continuins^ Trustees or Trustee, 
shall yest in tne new Trustee appointed in his place for the 
same estate and interest as the former Trustee had therein, and 
subject to the same trusts, without any assignment or conyey- 
ance whatsoeyer, except the transfer of stocks and securities 
in the Goyemment Stocks or Funds of Great Britain and 
Ireland (if any), and all such stocks and securities, and all 
other property and effects (if any) which cannot be legally and 
effectually yested in the new and continuing Trustees or 
Trustee, without any conyeyance, assignment, or transfer, by 
yirtue of these Rules and the proyisions of the 10 Geo. 4, 
cap. 56, section 21, and the 6 & 7 Will. 4, cap. 32, section 4, 
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8hall be conveyed, assigned, and transferred at tlie expense of 
the Society, so as to vest in such new and continuing Trustees 
or Trustee upon the trusts, and "with the powers under and 
subject to which the same ought to be held Dy the Trustees of 
the Society. * 

That in the meantime, and until the appointment of such 
new Trustee, the continuing Trustees shall i}e competent to act 
as fully as if they were the sole Trustees of the Society. 

The Trustees respectively shall be chargeable only for their 
own acts and defaults respectively, and not for the acts or de- 
faults of the others or other of them, nor for the acts or defaults 
of any other person or persons. 

In case any Trustee, or the heirs, executors, or administrators 
of any Trustee so dying, or being removed as aforesaid, shall 
neglect or refuse to convey, assign, or transfer to the new and 
continuing Trustees, and as the Board of Directors shall direct, 
any property or effects of the Society which may be vested in 
him, eitner alone or jointly, with the continuing Trustees or 
Trustee, within seven days after he shall have been required 
so to do in writing under the hand of the Secretary and two 
Directors, pursuant to a resolution of the Board of Directors, 
the Trustee or other person or persons so neglecting or refusing 
shall be expelled the Society, and shall forfeit all moneys paid 
by him or them to the Society, and shall wholly cease to have 
any estate or interest therein ; and the amount or value of his 
or their Share or Shares in the Society shall be transferred to 
the ci*edit of the contingent fund of the Society, for the benefit 
of the other Members interested therein, and he or they shall 
be compelled by all legal and equitable means to make and 
execute such conveyance, assignment, or transfer, as may have 
been required of him or them as aforesaid. 

SECRETABT. 

Mr. shall be the first and present Secretary of the 

Society. 

The Secretary shall attend every meeting of the Directors or 
Members of the Society, and shall enter in a rough Minute Book 
true and correct minutes of all the proceedings of every such 
meeting, and of all the resolutions passed, and the business 
transacted thereat, and such minutes ne shall afterwards feirly 
copy in another book, to be read at the next meeting of the 
like nature, and signed by the Chairman. 

He shall also keep all the other books and the accounts of 
the Society, convene all Special Meetings of the Directors and 
of the Members, issue all notices, conduct the correspondence 
of the Society, under the direction of the Board of Directors, 
and transact such other business as the Board shall from time 
to time direct. 
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In the month of in every year he shall prepare from 

the books of the Society a correct statement of accounts and 
balance-sheet for the Auditors ; and in the month of 
in every year he shall prepare a Report of the past year's 
transactions, showing the present condition of the Society, and 
the state of its affairs, to be submitted to the Board of Directors 
for approval, and approved by them previously to its being 
printea and circulatea amongst the Members. 

The Secretary shall have the custody of all the books, papers, 
and accounts of the Society (except deeds and securities for 
money), and at every monthly Subscription Meeting he shall 
produce the books and accounts of the Society for the inspection 
of such of the Members as may wish to inspect them, and he 
shall at all times, whenever required so to do, produce to any 
Director or Trustee, or to such person or persons as any Director 
or Trustee may direct, in writmj;, any book, paper, or account 
belonging to the Society or relating to the business or affairs 
thereof, and shall permit copies to be made thereof, or of any 
part thereof, or ex^acts to be taken therefrom, and shall give 
to any Director or Trustee such information as he may from 
time to time require concerning the Society or its busmess or 
affairs. 

At every monthly Subscription Meeting the Secretary shall 
receive from the Members the Subscriptions and all Fines and 
other payments due to the Society, and at the time of the 
receipt thereof he shall enter the same in the Cash Book, with 
the name of the Member paying the same, and at the close of 
the meeting he shall account for and pay over to the Treasurer 
the total amount of such receipts, and procure the Treasurer's 
signature to an acknowledgment of such payment in the Cash 
Book. 

The Secretary shall be allowed out of the funds of the Society 
for his servicQ^ a salary of £ per annum, and a fee of 
per annum on every Share subscribed for; such salary and 
allowance to be paid quarterly. 

SOLICITORS. 

Messrs. shall be the first and present 

Solicitors of the Society. 

The Solicitors shall carefully investigate the title to every 
property that shall be offered as a security to the Society, after 
the same shall have been reported by the Surveyor as of 
adequate value, and approved oy the Board of Directors, and 
when necessary consult coimsel thereon, and shall report in 
writing the result of such investigation to the Board of 
Directors. 

They shall prepare all the Mortgage Securities and such 
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other Deeds, Conveyances, and writings as may be necessary 
for the purposes of the Society, and they shall be held respon- 
sible for the due and proper execution of such deeds, and the 
deposit thereof^ and of the Title Deeds and writings relating 
thereto, before any advance is made out of the funds of the 
Society upon the security thereof; and upon the completion of 
every mortgage security and the deposit thereof, and of the 
Title Deeds and writings relating thereto in their hands, they 
shall deliver to the Mortgagor, or to such pei^on as he shall 
direct, a cheque or cheques upon the Bankers of the Society for 
the amoimt of the advance to which such Mort&^agor shaiU be 
entitled, duly signed as required by these Rules, and shall 
obtain upon the back of every such cheque the signature of 
such Mortgagor ; and within seven days after the completion of 
every Mortgage the Solicitor shall deposit the mortgage, and 
aU deeds and writings relating thereto, in the deed-box of the 
Society, to be k^pt at the Baukers, as provided by these Rules, 
with a list or schedule of such deeds and writings, and shall 
deliver a copy of such list or schedule to the Secretary of the 
Society ; and within ten days after the completion of every 
Mortgage the Solicitor shall insure such part or parts of the 
property comprised in the Mortgage as shall be insurable from 
loss or damage by fire, in such office as the Board of Directors 
shall from time to time appoint, and shall transact all other 
legal business of the Society. 

The Solicitor shall be entitled to attend all meetings of the 
Board of Directors and all the meetings of the Members ; but 
he shall not be entitled to vote on any question imless he be a 
Shareholder. 

The Solicitor's charges shall be paid by the Member on whose 
account they may be incurred, either out of the advance to 
which such Member shall be entitled, or, if no advance shall 
be made, then out of the proper moneys of such Member, who 
shall pay the amount at the next monthly Subscripl;ion Meeting; 
and in default of payment such Member shall be fined as for an 
equal amount of subscriptions in arrear. 

Should any Member object to the amount of the Solicitor's 
Bill of Costs against him, or any charges therein, such bill 
shall, if the amount be not otherwise settled, be taxed by the 
proper officer, as between attorney and client, in the usual 
manner. 



SUBVEYOBS. 

Messrs. shall be the first and present Surveyors of the 

Society. 

The Surveyors shall attend all meetings of the Board of 
Directors, and on receiving instructions in writing from the 
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Secretary they shall, within seven dajTs from the date thereof^ 
survey any property offered as security to the Society, and 
furnish the Board of Directors at their next monthly meeting 
with a map or ground plan thereof, and a report in writing 
stating the rent and value of the property, and such other par- 
ticulars concerning the same as shall from time to time be 
reouired by the Board of Directors. 

He shall be paid for his survey by the member whose pro- 
perty shall be surveyed, or out of the advance, if any, which 
shall be made to him as follows — ^that is to say, if the advance 
required be the value of one Share, Shillings; two 

Shares, Shillings ; three Shares, Shillings ) and for 

every additional Share above three, ; but if the property 

be more than three miles distant from his place of residence, 
he shall be paid by such Member such a sum not exceeding 
per mile in addition to the above charges, as the Board 
of Directors shall from time to time determine to be fair and 
reasonable, and he shall also be paid by such Member for the 
Map or Ground Plan of the Premises, such a sum not exceeding 
as the Board of Directors shall in each case think fair 
and reasonable. If no advance shall be made to the Member 
whose property shaU have been surveyed, the Surveyor's 
charges shall be paid at the next monthly Subscription Meeting, 
and m default of payment such Member shall be fined as for an 
equal amount of subscription in arrear. 

TBEASUBER. 

Mr. of , shall be the first and present Treasurer 

of the Society. 

The Treasurer shall attend every monthly Subscription 
Meeting of the Society, and at the close thereof shall examine 
and check the Secretary's account of Subscriptions, Fines, and 
other Money paid at such Meeting, and at the close of the 
Meeting he shall receive from the Secretary the total amount 
of his receipts, and sign an acknowledgment thereof in the Cash 
Book, and on the following day he shall pay the amount into 
the hands of the Society's Bankers, to the credit of the Trustees 
of the Society. 

The current expenses, and all payments on account of the 
Society (except advances made to the Members, for which 
cheques shall in all cases be delivered to the Member entitled 
to receive the same) shall be paid by the Treasurer, who shaD, 
from time to time, obtain from one of the Trustees and two 
of the Directors a cheque for the necessary amount, counter- 
signed by the Secretary ; and the Treasurer shall, at the next 
monthly Subscription Meeting, deliver to the Secretary proper 
vouchers for such payments respectively, and the Secretary 
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shall enter such payments respectiyelj in the proper book, and 
sign an acknowledgment thereof in the Treasurer's Cash Book. 



BANKEBS. 

Messrs. shall be the first and present Bankers of the 

Society. 

All moneys of or belonging to the Society shall be paid into 
the hands of the Bankers to the credit of the Trustees of the 
Society, for the time being, and no payment shall be made 
thereout by the Bankers, except upon a cheque signed by one 
Trustee and two of the Directors for the time being, or by 
three Directors, and countersigned by the Secretary for the time 
being. 

The Bankers shall keep the Deed-box of the Society, and 
shall not permit the same to be removed out of their custody, 
or any deed or document to be taken therefrom, without the 
authority in writing of one Trustee and two Directors. 



ATJDITOKS. 

There shall be two Auditors, and shall be the first 

and present Auditors. 

The Auditors shall remain in office one year, and be eligible 
for re-election at the Annual Meeting. 

The Accoimts shall be audited, and a Balance-sheet, showing 
the true state of the Society's affairs, shall be , signed by the 
Auditors, prior to every Annual Meeting ; and each Auditor 
shall be allowed for auditing the accounts such a sum not 
exceeding as the Board of Directors shall, previously 

to the accounts being submitted for examination, determine. 



OFFICEES, 

Any Officer of this Society shall, if required by the Board, 
give security pursuant to the provisions of the 10 Geo. 4, cap. 
66, sec. 11, for any property entrusted to his charge. If a 
charge of gross neglect, improper conduct, or incompetency be 
brought against the Solicitor, Surveyor, Secretary, or Trea- 
surer, the Board of Directors shall, at a Special Meeting con- 
yened for that purpose, investigate the case in the presence of 
the party charged, if he desires to be present, and if they find 
sufficient cause they may remove such Officer by a vote of at 
least three-fourths of the Directors of the Society ; and in case 
of such removal, or in case of any vacancy occurring by the 
resignation or death of any Officer, the Board of Directors shall 
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elect a successor, who shall continue in office until the next 
General Annual Meeting, when his appointment shall either be 
confirmed by the votes of a majority of Members present and 
voting, or another person shall be elected in his place. 



ADVANCES AND BEPATMENTS. 

The Society will advance to its Members the value of their 
Shares for terms of from to years^ repayable by 

monthly or quarterly contributions covering pnncipal and in- 
terest, at the rates following, namely : — 

{Here set out the rates,) 



Members not being in arrear for subscriptions or fines shall 
be eligible to receive advances not exceeding the value of their 
shares \ and if they require an advance exceeding such value 
they must, at the time of giving notice, pay the entrance fee 
ana half the subscriptions upon such additional number of 
shares as will be equivalent to the sum required. 

When any Member is desirous of having an advance made to 
him, he shall sign and send to the Secretary an application 
in writing in the form set forth in the Appendix to tiiese 
Bules, and at the foot or end thereof he Shall set forth a state- 
ment of the several particulars mentioned at the foot or end of 
the said form, and such other particulars as shall from time to 
time be required by the Board of Directors. 

Every application for advances shall be numbered and entered 
by the Secretary in a book to be kept for that purpose, in the order 
in which they are received by the Secretary, who shall report the 
same to the next Board of Directors, who shall instruct the Sur- 
veyor to survey the premises proposed as a security, and report 
the value thereof to the Board ; and all advances shall be made 
in rotation, according to the order in which the applications are 
registered in the Book. And in case the Board shall consider 
the property to be a sufficient security for the required advance, 
they shall signify to the applicant, m writing, imder the hand 
of tne Secretary, their assent to the application, subject to the 
contract or conditions of sale and title proving satisfactory to the 
Solicitor ; and shall thereupon instruct the Solicitor to examine 
the proposed contract or conditions of sale, and if he shall be of 
opinion that they are not objectionable, then to investigate the 
title, and report the result of his investigation to the Board ; 
and in case a good and marketable title shall be deduced, or 
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such a title as the Board of Directors, by the advice of the 
Solicitor, think fit to accept, the Board shall authorise the 
required advance to be made, upon all arrears of subscriptions, 
fines, and other payments due from the Member requiring the 
same being paid up, and upon the due execution, by all proper 
and necessarv parties, of a proper Mortgage security to the 
Trustees of the Society, pursuant to these Kules. 

In case any Member shall require an advance to enable him 
to purchase real or leasehold propertv at a public auction, the 
Board of Directors, after bemg satisfied in manner aforesaid 
that the property is of sufficient value to secure the amount, and 
that the conditions of sale are not objectionable, may, upon 
payment by the Member of the Surveyor's charges for the 
survey, and the Solicitor's charges for examining and reporting 
on the conditions of sale, depute the Secretary, Solicitor, or 
Treasurer of the Society to attend the sale and pay the deposit, 
in case the Member shall be declared the purcnaser, provided 
the price do not exceed the amount which the Board shall be 
willmg to advance on the security of the property ; or if the 
price shall exceed that amount, then, provided the Member 
shall lodge the amount of the difference in the hands of the 
Treasurer of the Society, before the deposit is made. And the 
Board of Directors shall require such personal or other security 
to be given by such Member to the Trustees of the Society, for 
the repayment of the amount of such deposit, and all expenses, 
in case the purchase should not be completed, and a Mortgage 
to the Society executed, as the Solicitor of the Society may 
advise. 

When a Member shall require an advance for the purpose of 
building, the value of the land shall be ascertained by or under 
the direction of the Board, and the title to it investigated in 
like manner as in other cases; and if the Directors shall 
determine to make the required advance, such Member shall 
be entitled, upon a proper Mortgage security being executed to 
the Trustees of the Society, as required by these Rules, to 
receive the amount in such sums, and at such time or times, 
as the Directors may think fit and proper, but so, nevertheless, 
that the advances to be made from time to time shall not 
exceed the value of the buildings erected at the time of such 
advance j such value to be determined by the Surveyor of the 
Society. And when the buildings are finished to the satis- 
faction of such Surveyor, the balance of the required advance 
shall be paid, upon all arrears of subscriptions, fines, and other 
payments whicn shall be due to the Society from the Member 
entitled to the advance being paid by him. 

If anv Member, after receiving the first instalment of the 
value of his Share or Shares, shall leave the building to erect 
^hich the same shall have been advanced unfinished, or shall 
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neglect to proceed therewith to the satisfaction of the Surveyor 
of the Society, the Board of Directors, after giving to such 
Member ten days' notice in writing, signed by the Secretary, of 
their intention so to do, may either sell the premises imme- 
diately or employ some person or persons to complete the same 
at the expense of such Member, as the Board shall deem most 
advantageous to the Society ; and such member shall be respon- 
sible for, and make good to the Society, any loss that may 
accrue in consequence. 



HOBTGAGES. 

Whenever the value of a Share or Shares shall be advanced 
to any Member out of the funds of the Society, pursuant to 
these Kules, the property shall be secured to the Society by 
way of Mortgage until the amount of such Share or Shares shall 
be repaid to the Society, with all fines and other payments 
incurred in respect thereof; and every such Mortgage Deed 
shall be made in such form, and contain such clauses, provisoes, 
and agreements as the Solicitor for the Society shall think 
fit. 

INSUBANCE. 

In cajse any Member having executed a Mortgage to the 
Society for the value of his Share or Shares, shall make default 
in payment of the expenses which the Trustees may incur in 
and about insuring and keeping insured the mortgaged premises 
with interest thereon, pursuant to the covenant in the Mortgage, 
he shall be liable to pay, and shall pay to the Society the same 
fines as he would have incurred for the non-payment of an 
equal amount of subscriptions at the time appointed for pay- 
ment thereof. 

In case of damage by fire, the Trustees of the Society for the 
time being shall receive from the Insurance Office the amount 
payable in respect of such damage, and their receipt, counter- 
signed by the Treasurer of the Society, shall be a sufficient 
discharge to the Insurance Office for the money therein ex- 
pressed to be received ; and the Board of Directors shall have 
lull power to settle and adjust with the Insurance Office any 

Question relating to such msurance, and to ^ the amount to 
e paid by tiie Lisurance Office in respect of the damage done 
to the premises, or to make such arran^ment with the Insur- 
ance Office as to the rebuilding or repairmg of the said premises, 
or relating thereto, as the Board of Directors shall think rea- 
sonable. 

The Board of Directors shall at their discretion either lay 
out the money which shall be received from any Insurance

Office as aforesaid, or any part thereof, in repairing the damage 
done to the premises, or retain and apply the same, or such 
part thereof as they shall think fit, in or towards payment and 
satisfaction of the amount which shall be due and owing from 
the Mortgagor to the Society, and pay the surplus, if any, to 
the Mortgagor, or to such other person as he or she shall by 
writing direct to receive the same. 

PENALTIES FOR INVALIDATING POLICIES. 

Every Member executing a Mortgage to this Society shall, 
within two days from the time of such execution, give to the 
Secretary a written statement of any trade carried on in or 
upon any part of the premises comprised in such Mortgage, or 
of the existence of any stove or furnace erected thereon, or 
other matter or thing which would in any way affect the 
validity of the policy of assurance, and if at any subsequent 
period any such trade shall be commenced, or erection made, 
the like statement shall be given ', and the Member neglecting 
to give such statement shall pay a fine at the discretion of 
the Board of not more than Ten Shilliugs but not less than 
One Shilling per week for each Share; and the Board of 
Directors shall, if they think fit so to do, at least once in 
every year appoint some competent person to obtain all the 
information ne can with respect to trades, &c., carried on in 
and about the mortgaged premises, and to report to the Board 
accordingly. 

GROUND RENT. 

Whenever any property mortgaged to the Society shall be 
subject to any chief or ground-rent, the Mortgagor shall from 
time to time produce to the Secretary a receipt for the 
same within seven days after the same shall become due, 
or in default thereof the Mortgagor shall pay a fine of 
Five Shillings ; and in case the rent shall not be duly paid 
within such period of seven days, the Board of Directors may 
direct the sum to be paid by the Treasurer out of the funds of 
the Society, and the Mortgagor shall repay the amount at the 
next montmy Subscription Meeting, together with a further 
sum of per Share, by way of fine j and in default of pay- 

ment thereof accordingly, he shall be fined as for an equal 
amount of subscriptions m arrear. 

SALE OP MORTGAGED PROPERTY BY MORTGAGOR. 

If any Member who shall have executed a Mortgage to the 
Society shall be desirous of selling the mortgaged property, 
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subject to the Mortgage, he shall be at liberty so to do, with 
the consent of the Board of Directors, upon first duly trans- 
ferring the Shares secured by such Mortgage to the intended 
purchaser, in manner provided by these RuIeS; and upon such 
transfer being completed, and all arrears due to the Society 
from the Mortgagor being paid, and the conyeyance to the 

Eurchaser executed, such purchaser shall thenceforth become 
able to pay all subscriptions payable in respect of such 
shares, and the Board of Directors, or the Trustees, by their 
direction, may grant to the original Mortgagor, at his 
costs and charges; a release from all future liability in respect 
thereof. 

Eyery such conyeyance to a purchaser, subject to the Mort- 
gage, shall be perused and settled by the Solicitor of the 
Society at the expense of the Mortgagor, and shall, when 
executed, be deliyered to the Solicitor of the Society, and by 
him deposited with the other Title Deeds relating to the pro- 
perty comprised therein, as a further security for the moneys 
secured by the Mortgage. 



POWEE TO REDEEM. 

If any Member who shall haye executed a Mortgage to the 
Society shall be desirous of paying off or redeeming the same, it 
shall be lawful for him so to ao on giving a notice of two clear 
calendar months prior to the ordinary Meeting at "^hich the 
redemption of sucn Mortgage is proposed to be completed, and 
on payment of all advance repayments and any fines due 
in respect thereof, up to the time of the redemption of such 
Mortgage, and of the present value of the future repayments 
calculated by the consulting Actuary, upon the same principle 
as provided for such Mortgage Deed in case of a sale of tne 
property, to the end of the onginal term, and discounted after 
a rate of interest to be fixed by the consulting Actuary, not 
lower than 3J per cent., together with a redemption fee of 6«. 
per cent, on the balance so due, the Trustees for the time being 
shall at the request of the Board of Directors, and at the cost 
of the Member, cause to be endorsed upon the Mortgage Deed 
a receipt in the form set forth in the Schedule hereto, signed 
by the Trustees of the Society, and all other Deeds and Docu- 
ments relating to the mortgaged properly, shall be delivered 
up to such Mortgagor. The fee payable to the consulting 
Actuary is to be paid by the Member. 

BEOISTEB OF SHARES. 

A Share Register Book shall be kept by the Secretary, in 
which shall be entered in columns the christian and surname, 
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place of residence, prafession or business, and date of entrance 
of eacli Member of the Society, and the number of Shares held 
by each Member, with the number and amount of each Share, 
and the time when the subscription for each Share commenced ; 
and each Member shall sign his name in an appropriate colunm 
of such Share Re^ster Book, in testimony of the accuracy of 
such entries respectively. 

CHANGE OF RESIDENCE. 

Any Member who shall change his place of abode, shall 
within one month afterwards give notice in writing thereof, 
and of his new place of abode, to the Secretary, in order that 
his new place of abode may be registered in the Share Register 
Book, and at the monthly Subscription Meeting next after such 
notice shall or ought to have been given, such Member shall 
pay to the Secretary a Register Fee of per Share. And 

m case any Member shall neglect to ^ve such notice as afore- 
said, within the period hereinbefore limited for that purpose, 
he shall at the next monthly Subscription Meeting pay to the 
Secretary a fine of per Share.

And this indenture also witnesseth that for the consideration 
aforesaid the mortgagor hereby demises to the mortgagees, 
their executors, administrators, and assigns, all (parcel^ with 
the actual and reputed easements and appurtenances, to hold 
the same unto the mortgagees, their executors, administrators, 
and assigns, for the residue of the said term of years

And it is hereby agreed, that at any time during the continuance

And the said mortgagor hereby ae;rees, that after any sale under 
the said power of sale he will hold the said last day of the 
said term in the premises sold upon trust for the purchaBer 
or purchasers thereof. And this indenture also witnesseth, that 
the said mortgagor doth hereby attorn and become tenant, from 
month to month, to the mortgagees for and in respect of all the 
said premises at a monthly rent of one pepper com until default 
shall have been made in payment of some subscription or money 
which under the said rules or these presents shaU become pay- 
able in respect of the said advance, or otherwise under tnis 
security, and afterwards at a clear monthly rent of such a sum as 
shall be equal or amount to the monies payable monthly by the 
mortgagor from time to time for subscriptions, repayments, and 
fines under the said rules, and that such monthly rent shall be- 
come due monthly in advance, and shall be payable at the place on 
the day and during the hours where and when the monthly meet- 
ings of the said Society shall from time to time be held, and the first 
payment thereof shall be made on such of the said days as shall 
occur next after any such subscription repayment or fine shall 
have become in arrear : but all monies received by the said mort- 
gagees for rent under the attornment hereinbefore contained shall 
be accepted in or towards satisfaction of the subscriptions, re- 
payments, fines and monies then in arrear, or payable under the 
said rules and these presents respectively. And the mortgagor 
hereby for himself and his heirs covenants with the mortgagees, 
their executors, administrators, and assigns, that the said in- 
denture of lease is subsisting and valid \ and that the rent there- 
by reserved, and the lessee's covenants therein contained, have 
been paid and performed up to the present date ; and that he now 
has power to demise the said premises to the mortgagees, their 
executors, administrators, and assigns, for the term and in the 
manner hereinbefore expressed, and free from all incumbrances \ 
and further, that if the mortgagees shall become entitled under 
these presents to enter into possession or receipt of the rents 
of or to lease or sell the said premises under the powers here- 
inbefore contained, it shall be lawful for them, their executors, 
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administrators, and assigns, to enter into and thenceforth to 
continue in possession or receipt of the rents of the said pre- 
niises without any interruption^ claim, or demand \ and iurther, 
that the mortgagor, and eveiy person having or claiming any 
estate or interest in the said premises, will at all times (at the 
cost of the mortgagor until and upon a sale under the power of

rURTHER CHARGE TO A BUILDING SOCIETY IN 
RESPECT OF ADDITIONAL SHARES BY IN- 
DORSEMENT ON THE MORTGAGE DEED. 

This Indenture, made the day of 18 , between the 

within-named A. B. (hereinafter referred to as ' the mortgagor '), 
of the first part, and the within-named C. D. and G. K. and

to the rules for the time being of the said Society ; and it is 
hereby agreed and declared, and the mortgagor hereby for 
himself and his heirs covenants with the said mortgagees, 
their executors, administrators, and assigns, that all and smgular 
the tenements and hereditaments by the within-written inden- 
ture expressed to be assured shall be and remain a security for 
and stand charged with the payment to the trustees or trustee 
for the time being of the saia society, of as well the subscrip- 
tions and other monies which shall from time to time become 
payable in respect of the said additional shares ac- 

cording to the rules for the time being of the said Society, as 
the subscriptions and other monies which e^all from time tot 
time become payable in respect of the shares men-i 

tioned in the within-written indenture aocordinff to the said 
rules, and shall not be redeemed or redeemaole but upon 
payment of the whole of the said seyeral subscriptions and 
monies accordingly. And that all the powers in the within- 
written indenture contained for better securing the payment of 
the subscriptions and other monies intended to be thereby 
secured, and all trusts and provisions ancillary or relating 
thereto, shall extend and be applicable to secure the payment 
of the subscriptions and other monies hereinbefore covenanted 
to be paid, and that the expressions the mortgagor and the 
the mortgagees herein used shall be constructed m a similar 
manner to the same expressions in the within-written indenture* 
In witness, &c. 
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CASES. 

Payne, Expartej 5 Dowl. & L. 13 Jur. 634. — By the rules of 
a Budding Society, duly enrolled under the 6 & 7 WtU. 4, «..32, it 
VHXB provided that aU matters of dispute should he preferred to two 
of Bier Mcff'esty^s justices of the peace, in pursuance of the prod-' 
mons of the 10 Geo. 4, c, 66, s. 27. Held, on motion for a man-- 
damus to the judge of one of the county courts,to proceed and hear 
a plaint levied by one of the members agavMt the officer of the 
society, that thejurisdiction of the county court did hot ext&nd to 
imydisputes arising between the members of any such societies. 

This was a rule calling upon a judge of the county court of 
Bedfordshire to show cause why a mandamus should not issue, 
commanding him to hear a plaint in a cause of Payne v. GarratL 
The following were the facts as they appeared from the affidavit. 
The plaintiff Payne was a memher of a certain building society, 
duly enrolled under the 6 & 7 Will. 4, c. 32, and the defendant 
Qairat was a trustee or officer of the said society. Among the 
rules was one (rule 25), that all matters of dispute be referred 
to two of Her Majesty's justices of the peace, according to the 
proyisions of the 10 Geo. 4, c 26, s. 27. Iii consequence of 
certain disputes that had risen, Payne withrew from the society, 
and then levied a plaint in the county court for his share, which 
was under £20. The judge, considering that he had no juris- 
diction to entertain the matter, refused to hear the plaint where- 
upon the present rule was obtained. 

WiGHTMAiir, J. — ^Upon a rule for a mandamus to the judge 
of the county court to proceed with this action, which was 
brought by a member of a building society, within tne proyisions 
of the 6 & 7 Will. 4, c. 32, against an officer of that society, it 
was contended that by sect. 4 of that statute, incorporating the 
provisions of the 10 Geo. 4, c. 66, ss. 27, 28, 29, and by the 
26th rule of this society, directing a reference of all disputes to 
justices of the peace, the right to bring this action was taken 
away; and I am of opinion that this is so. By these sections, 
provision is directed to be made by the rules specifying whether 
disputes shall be referred to justices or to aroitrators, and the 
decision upon such reference is made final. These sections and 
this rule, providing for a cheap, simple, and speedy decision, 
oust the jurisdicnon of the ordinary tribunals {Crisp v. 
Bunbury, Timms v. WUUams, 2 Q. B. Kev. 413). In CuiibiU v. 
Kingdom^ the action was held maintainable, because the rule 
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there relating to reference did not comprise the matter of that 
action, but by the exception the rule was recognised. The 9 & 
10 Vict c. 96, 8. 68, does not operate to take away the effect of 
these statutes from county courts, or revive a power of bringing 
actions there, which had been taken awav from all courte 
generally. The rule, therefore, must be discharged.

Reeves and Another v. White, Justice of the Peace, 118 —

A second plea set up the defence, that hy the rules, the society 
lew empowered^ under the circumstances of the case, to appoint a 
person to ^ the rents and profits of tie mortgagee's ^emis^^ 
mdremhurse the socwty tts costs, and pay the priLpIand^ 
tered due; thtd the rents and profits were mffident; that the efe- 
fendmthad always been mUing to aUow the rents and profits to be 
so collected and paid over, or to collect them himself a^im, them 
over, yet the dtrectors had not appointed any one ir the defendant 
himself to collect and pay over, as they might and ought to hive done 

On demurrer, held, that the society was entitled, at its option, to 
take the rem^y suggested hj the plea, or the remedy on Z dek. 
Quaere, whetherjtwoMhavebeena good plea to the declara- 
tum, to have dated th^ the defendant was ready and wiUing to 
ref^ the matters indifference to arbUratim, acceding to the rules 
and the statutes; that he had requested the director! to do what 
ims^necessary for that purpose, and that they Jmd neglected to 

In every case in which the remedy hy arbitration under the 10 
(feo. 4, c. 56, may be pursued, it is the sole ranedy, , 
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Lord Cakpbell, C J. — ^In this case we are of opinion, upon 
the demurrer to the replication to the first plea, there ought to 
be judgment for the plaintiff. The declaration seems to us 
suincient to show a right of action in the trustees of the build-' 
ing and investment association under the 6 & 7 WilL 4, c. S2, 
8. 4 and 10 Geo. 4, c 56, s. 21. We are inclined to think the 
first plea is good. After setting out the 33rd rule of the society 
for referring the claims and cause of action in the declaration; 
mentioned as matters of dispute between the society and the 
members thereof, and that the arbitrators were duly appointed 
according to the said rule, and continued to be arbitrators 
thenceforth until the commencement of this suit, it proceeds 
to state that the defendant has always been, and still is, ready 
and willing to refer the said matters in difference to the said 
arbitrators, according to the rule and the statute, and that the 
directors were not willing to do so. A mere covenant between 
the parties to refer to arbitration will not oust a court of law of 
their jurisdiction; but the question is, whether an arbitrator 
being duly appointed, the legislature has not enacted that all 
matters of difference between the society and the members shall 
be referred to the said arbitrator, and mudly adjudicated on by 
him to the exclusion of any action in a court of law. In ^ 
parte Payne, 5 D. & L. 679. Erie, J., sitting in the Bail Court, 
after full argrument and great deliberation, put this construction 
on the 27th section of 10 Geo. 4, c. 56 ; considering it to be the 
express intention of the legislature to protect such societies and 
their members, generally persons of an inferior rank of life with, 
small wages, from the vexation and ruin which might be 
brought on them in courts of law, and to provide for them a 
domestic forum by which their differences might be speedily 
decided and at a small expense. The same construction was 
put on a similar statute by the Court of Common Pleas in Crug9 
V. Bwnbury, 8 Bing. 394 \ in which Tiindal^ C. J., impressively 
pointed out the oppressive consequences which would follow to 
such societies and their members if this power of referring to 
arbitration were held to be cumulative only. The case of 
Morrison y. Glover, 4 Ex. R. 430, holding that an action might 
be maintained bv the trustees of a building society, proceeded 
on the ^ound that there part of the plaintiff's claim was not 
matter m dispute between nim and the defendant as a member ; 
and in Doe aem. Morrison v. Glover, 12 Q. B. 103, it was held 
merely that an ejectment for the benefit of the building society 
might be maintained in the name of John Doe upon the demise 
of the person in whom the legal estate veste«L The other 
authorities relied on do not show that in all cases the society 
has the option either to refer or to bring an action, and do not 
outweigh Ex parte Payne and Crisp v. Bunbury ; and on an 
attentive consideration of the words of the Act of Parliament, 
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it appears to us to be not merely permissive, but to be enacted 
that where there may be, there must be a reference to the 
arbitrators. Supposing the first plea to be sufficient, we are of 
opinion that it is sufficiently answered by the replication, which 
trayerses the allegation that the arbi^ators were appointed 
according to the rmes of the society and tiie Act of Pamament, 
and the trayerse show? that the arbitrator neyer had been 
appointed by the society, and that when those matters in 
difference arose for which the action is brought, a reference to 
arbitration was impossible. The defendant's counsel contended^ 
that it was not competent to the society to take advantage of 
their own wrong, and that it could not be allowed to aver that 
arbitrators were not appointed. We are not called upon to 
decide what the effect would have been if the defendant, in 
this plea, instead of alleging that arbitrators had been appointed, 
had merely alleged that ne was ready and willing to refer 
the matters in difference to arbitration according to the rule and 
the statute, and that he had requested in vain the directors to 
do what was necessary for that purpose. But we entertain 
no doubt that where he has alleged that the arbitrators were 
appointed, to whom the matters m difference might have been 
leierred, a traverse of that allegation which is made material 
is a good answer to the plea. We are likewise of opinion that 
there must be judgment for the plaintiffs on the demurrer to 
the second plea, founded on the eighteenth and nineteenth rules 
of the society, though the directors might have a remedy by 
appointing a receiver of the rents, and exercising their power 
of sale. 

Judgment for the plaintifik 



Grinham v. Card, 7Exch. Eep. 8SS,'-^Where, hy the rtdes of 
a 'Friendly Society disputes between members mtd the trustees 
may he referred to the arbitration of a certain number of the 
committee^ a dispute which affects the interests ofaUthe individual 
members of the society y arismg between some of its members, who 
are also members of the committee, and the trustees, where the 
question is not one which necessarily requires that recourse should 
oe had to a court of equity y such dispute camnat be referred to the 
judge of the county court, but must be referredto other menibers of 
the committee. 

Where a dispute arose between t\oo of the members of the com* 
mittee of a Friendly Society and the trustees, touching the distri" 
bution of a fund in the hands of the latter, and, by one of the 
rules of the society, it was ordered that disputes were to be referred 
to such menUfers of the committee as should not be personally 
interested in the matter : Held, that the judge of the county court 
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has nojurisdiction in mch case, and the court granted aprohibttion 
agamst further proceedings in a plaint issued out of the court oner 
which he presided. 

Monegman had obtuned a rule, calling on the plamtifFs in a 
plaint of Grrinham y. Card, trustees of the 'Frant Friendly 
Dociety,' and the judge of the county court of Kent, to show 
cause why a writ of prohibition should not issue to him to stay 
all further proceedings in the said plaint. It appeared from the 
affidayits, that the plainti£& were two of the members of the 
committee of the Frant Friendly Society, and that the defen- 
dants were the trustees of that bqdy. The particulars of the 
plaintifEs' demand in the said plaint were as follows : — ^ For yoa 
to show cause why you did not pay over the money or reserved 
fund of the Frant Friendly Society, in your hands or power, as 
trustees of the said society, as required and prescribed dv a rule 
of the said society, duly ike Jd passed b^ the said idety, 
and certified on the 10th of July 1850.' It further appeared 
that the society was originally established in 1836, when, among 
other rules for its governance, the 32nd rule, which was duly 
enrolled and certified by John Tidd Pratt, Esq.^ was as fol- 
lows : — ^ That if any difference or dispute shall arise between 
any of the members of this society, not being officers, touching 
any matter or thing relating to this society, it shall be referred 
to the committee for their decision; but if any dispute or dif- 
ference shall arise between any officers of this society, or between 
any other member and an officer or officers, it shall be first re-* 
ferred to the committee, or such of them as shall not be person* 
ally interested therein, and if the decision of such committee 
shall not be satisfactory to all parties concerned, then reference 
shall be made to arbitrators, pursuant to the 10 Geo. 4, c. 56, s. 
27.' The ' reserved fund ' was not established imtil the year 
1839, and it consisted of the accumulated subscriptions of the 
honorary members, and its application was regulated by a rule 
(38), which was framed in that year. In 1847, this rule was 
altered, and the application of the reserved fund was also altered, 
and the payments were directed to be made pursuant to a cer- 
tain scale. This rule provided, * that if any dinerence or dispute 
shall arise touching tnis fund or the construction of this rule, 
the same shall be referred to arbitration in the manner specified 
by the rule of this society.' On the 10th of July 1850, this rule 
was also expunged, and the following rule was made and duly 
certified. This rule, after directing that rule 38 be expungea, 
proceeded as follows : — ' And that the money now in the bank 
m the names of the trustees, and other monies that shall or may 
be due to the reserved fund, may be issued, returnable before 
two justices calling upon the party against whom complaint 
is made, to appear before them, and upon appearance or default, 
the justices may 'make such order thereupon as to tbem may 
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deem just : and if the sum of money so awarded, together with 
a sum for costs not exceeding the sum of 10s, as to such justices 
shall seem meet; shall not be inmiediately paid, then the 
justices shall issue their distress warrant.' The proyisions 
of the 27th section would apply to cases where an award 
by arbitrators for payment of money in the form giyen in the 
schedule has not been complied wim, and the money has not 
been paid at the time specified in the award ; in such a case the 
proceeding before the justices would be merely to enforce pay 
ment; and, if not immediately paid, when the parties appear, 
the justices may issue a warrant of distress. There can in such 
case be no reason for another summons before a distress warrant 
issues. 

But it appears to us that if the proceedings are under the 28th 
section, and the jus^ces naye made an order for payment of 
money, analogous to the award of arbitrators under the 27th 
section, a distress warrant cannot issue for non-compliance with 
such an order, without a preyious summons to the party who 
may haye yarious reasons to assign against the issmng of the 
distress warrant. He may not haye knowledge of the order, 
he may be ready to pay the person named in the order if he 
could find him, he may actually haye tendered or eyen paid 
the money, all* which reasonable excuses would be unayailable 
if the party to whom the money is ordered to be paid CQuld, ex 
parte, and without notice, obtain a distress warrant. The re* 
citals in the warrant in the present case state seryice of the order, 
and demand and refusal, all which might be controyerted, and we 
therefore think, in accordance with tiie principle of the decision 
of this court in the case of Painter y. lAverpaol Gas Company ^ 
8 Ad. & El. 433, that whereyer cause could be shown against 
issuing a warrant of distress, a preyious summons is necessary. 
And, as no such summons was issued in this case, but the war- 
rant was obtained ex parte, the rule will be absolute to enter a 
verdict for the plaintiff for 8/, Is, Id,

Reg. V, Grant, 13 Jur. 1026 ; 14 Q. B. Rep. 43.—^ sect. 27 
of 10 Oeo, 4, c, 66, rdatimg to Friendly Societies, an award made 
according to the true purport and meaning of the rules of the 
Friendly Society shall bejmaland binding. The 2&h rule of the 
Leeds Philanthropic Society declared that aU matters in dispute 
between the society and any individual member should be referred ta 
arbitration, that the arbitrators should hear evidence on both sides^ 
and that their decision shotUd be binding to all parties and final. 
By sect. 7 of stat, 4:^5 W. 4k, c. 40, jurisdiction is given to justices 
of the peace, in case of neglect or refusal by the arbitrators to 
make <m awards 
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P, J, J a member of the Leeds Philanthropic Society, who had 
been ea^Ued for an aUeged breach of one of the rules of tha 
society, appUed to arbitrators duly appointea according to the 
statute, md they made an award Aat P. J. be expelled from the 
society. P. J., treating the award as void and null, applied to 
justices for the county, who made cm order in which they ae^udged 
that the arbitrators had neglected and refused to hear evidence on 
both sides, touching the meiter in dispute, and to make their award 
therein, and that P, J, be reinstated in the society. Upon a rule 
for quashing the order, — Held, first, that the adfudication by the 
justices, that the arbitrators had neglected and refused to mtSce an 
award, was a decision upon one of the preliminaries necessary to 
their jurisdiction, and therefore was not conclusive. Secondly, that 
as the affidavits contained sufficient to show that the justices were 
warranted in considering it proved that the arbitrators had wrongs 
fuUy refused to hear evidence on the part of P. J,, there was no 
final and binding award ; and therefore the justices hadjurisdio^ 
tion to make the order. 

The society was formed within the borough of Leeds, which is 
wUhm the West Hiding of Yorkshire, but has a court of quarter 
sessions and justices wkh exclusive jurisdiction, aU meetings were 
hdd, and all the business transact^, and the atoard made within 
the borough. But the member resided, and the act with which he 
was chqrged took place, in the West Biding without the borough. 
Held, That the justices of the West Bi^tg had jurisdiction to 
hear the complamt and make the order. 

This was a rule calling upon the prosecutors to show cause 
why a certain order maae by the justices in and for the West 
Bidinfip of the county of York, dated the 11th January 1847^ 
whereby the presidents, stewards, and members of a certain 
Friendly Society, called the ' Leeds Philanthropic Society,' duly 
establisned and holden at LeedB,in the West Biding, unaer stat. 
10 Geo. 4, c. 66, were adjudged and ordered forthwith to rein- 
state Philemon Jacques in the said society, and readmit him to 
all the benefits arismg therefrom accordingly, should not be 
quashed for insufficiency. 

Lord Deiocan, G.J.,m deliverinff the jud^ent of the court, 
said: — On a motion to quash an oraer of justices brought up by 
certiorari, it appeared by the a^davits that the complainant had 
applied to arbitrators duly appointed according to the statute ^ 
that they had, in fact, made an award between the complainant 
and the fViendly Society ; that the complainant, treating the 
award as void and null, had then applied to justices, who made 
the order in auestion^ and therein declared that the arbitratora 
had neglectea and omitted to make any award, this being the 
condition on which their jurisdiction to take cognizance of the 
dispute depends. 

Upon these facts the question has been^ whether the state- 
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ment in tlie order tliat the arbitrators had neglected and omitted 
to make an award was conclusive. It is clear that the decision 
of a tribunal lawfully constituted^ upon a question properly 
brought before it respecting a matter within its jurisdiction, is 
not open to review by certiorari ; Meg, v. BoUon, 1 Q. B. 66, 6 
Jur. 1154 ; but the decision of persons assuming to be a tribunal^ 
that they are lawfully constituted, is open to review. In the 
present case, the justices are in the nature of two arbitrators, 
the reference being conditional upon the first arbitrators neglect- 
ing or omitting to award ,* and their decision that this condition 
existed is a decision upon one of the preliminaries necessary for 
constituting them a lawful tribunal for this matter. It is there- 
fore not conclusive within the principle laid down in Beg, v. 
Bolton. 1 Q.^ B. 66. 6 Jur. 1164, but falls within the latter of the 
two limitations of it there mentioned, namely, where the charge 
is really insufficient, but is misstated in drawing up the 
proceedings, so that they appear regular. In such case it is 
competent to the defendant to show by affidavit what the real 
charge was, and if that shows that the magistrates ought never 
to have begun the inquiry, the order is to be quashed. 

We have therefore iu the present case found it our duty to 
inquire, whether the statement in the order respecting the 
neglect and refusal of the arbitrators to make an award was 
true. The admitted facts are, that arbitrators were duly ap- 
pointed, and that the parties attended before them, and that an 
instrument purporting to be an award was made. The disputed 
fact is, whether the arbitrators refused wrongfully to hear any 
evidence on the part of the complaint ; and a point of law arises, 
whether^ if that be so, the instrument was an award. As to 
the fact, the affidavits on behalf of the complainant contain suf- 
ficient to show that the justices may have been weU warranted 
in considering it proved ; and we presume that they were right, 
as this is not an appeal from them. Then the point arises, did 
this fact warrant the statement made in the order; in other 
words, does the order correctly state the legal efiect of the facts P 

The 10 Geo. 4, c. 56, s. 27, enacts, that an award made 
according to the true purport and meaning of the rules of the 
society snail be final and binding. The rule of the society in 
question relating to arbitration, declares that the arbitrators 
snail hear evidence on both sides \ and their decision, binding to 
all parties, shall be final. Upon this statement, there is good 
reason for saying, that arbitrators who refused to hear the evi- 
dence of one side did not make an award according to the true 
meaning of the rules of this society, and therefore did not make 
an award final and binding within the terms and intent of the 
10 Geo. 4, c. 56, s. 27. 

The 4 & 5 Will. 4, c. 40, s. 7, giving jurisdiction to the 
justices in case of the neglect or refusal of the arbitrators to 
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make an awards recites the 10 Geo. 4, c. 56, s. 27. and intends 
an award final and binding within the meaninff of that statute. 
It seems to follow, that the justices hare jurisdiction where the 
award is not in this sense final and binding, and we have there- 
fore come to the conclusion that they h^ jurisdiction in the 
case now before us. Another question was, whether the justices 
for the county had jurisdiction, it being alleged that the matter 
in difference arose entirely within the jurisdiction of the borough 
of Leeds. But although the meetings of the society are at 
Leeds, and the exnulsion took place there, it appears that the 
society is not locally confined to the borough, the members may 
reside out of the borough, and the act which led to the expul- 
sion took place out of the borough, and the nature of this act 
was really the matter in difference. Therefore the question 
must be answered in the affirmative, the matter in difference 
not having arisen entirely within the borough of Leeds. And 
the rule for quashing the order of justices must be discharged. 

Rule discharged. 



Ex parte Longy 3 Weekly Reporter, 18. — Where a dispute be^ 
tween a Friendly Society and one of its members hits been referred 
to arbitration wider sect. 7 of 4: & 6 Will. 4, c. 40, the award of 
the arbitrators is final, and a magistrate has no jurisdiction to hear 
the dispute, unless it can be shown that such an award is a nullify, 

C Hutton moved for a rule calling on David Jardine, Esq., 
one of the metropolitan police magistrates, to show cause why 
he should not hear and determine a dispute between Amy Long, 
the widow of one Charles Long, and a Friendly Society, called 
* The United Kingdom Benefit Society.' 

It appeared by the affidavits that the husband of applicant 
became a member of the society in 1841, and that in October 
1853, he fell ill and was declared on the sick fund of the society, 
and continued to receive assistance fix>m that fund until the 
month of February 1854, when he received a letter from the 
secretary, informing him that his name was erased from the 
list of the members for breach of the 11th rule of the society, 
which was to the effect, that any member found transacting 
business for profit or reward, during the time he was receiving 
assistance from the sick fUnd of the society, should be excluded 
from the society. Charles Long died on the 25th A^ril 1854^ 
and the claim made by his widow, notwithstanding his expul- 
sion, had been referred to arbitration, in accordance with the 
rules of the society. The arbitrators had decided against her 
claim, and the present application was under 4 & 5 Will. 4, e. 
40, s. 7, to compel the magistrate to hear and determine the 
dispute. 

C. Mutton,-^lt is submitted that the award of the arbitrators 
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is bad, as Laving been made contrary to the rules of tbe society • 
tbere was no evidence of workinff for profit or reward. The 
offence charged was that during tne time he was receiving aid 
he had wheeled a barrow for his wife, containing linen, some 
400 yards. [Lord CampbeU, C.J. — There was then some 
evidence ; it was for the arbitrators to consider its value.] He 
was not summoned before the society to answer for his breach 
of its rules, and this objection when taken before the arbitrators 
was not allowed by tnem. — [Lord CampheUj C.J. — If they 
refused to hear the objection that the deceased had not been 
summoned, you might impugn the award on that refusal, but it 
appears they heard the objection, and refused to allow it. 
Ijiey did not refuse to hear the evidence on it.] That is so. 
[Lord CampbeU, C.J. — It was for them to determine whether 
or not they would allow the objection.] The award was made 
corruptly ; one of the arbitrators was dead. [Lord CampheUy 
C.J. — Tnere are no facts in the affidavits to warrant that 
conclusion. We must suppose the arbitration to have been 
conducted properly. You nave to show that the award was a 
nullity. It is not a nullitv because it was against the weight 
of evidence. You must show that the deceased was not pro- 
perly expelled — ^that he died a member of the society.] In 
Megina v. Grcmtj 14 Q. B. 43, an award not made according to 
the rules of the society was held to be void. [^Coleridge, J.— 
There the award was a nullity, because the arbitrators only 
heard one side and refused to hear the other. Lord CampheUy 
C. J. — You must show that the award here is a nullity to give 
Hie magistrate jurisdiction to hear the case.] — ^He also referred 
to Regina v. Evans, 3 Ell. & B. 368. 

Lord Campbell, C.J. — I regret that no ground has been 
made for our interference in this case. It is a hard case, but 
hard cases, it is said, make bad laws. The magistrate can have 
no jurisdiction where the award is not a nullity. The arbitra- 
tors did not refuse to hear the evidence; they heard it, and it 
was for them to give what weight to it they thought right. 
The strongest point urged in support of the application was as 
to the objection having been overruled* that tke deceased had 
not been neard before expulsion. Still, the arbitrators did hear 
the objection, and, in spite of the objection, decided that the 
expulsion was regular. If mala fdes on the part of any of the 
arbitrators had been satisfactorily shown, the award might have 
been treated as a nullity ; but this charge of mala fides was not 
supported by the affidavits. 

CoLEBiDei:, J. — ^I am of the same opinion. As to the argu- 
ment of ' hardship,' employed in support of the application, it 
is one that cannot be listened to, and ought not to De put for- 
ward. Parties who become members of these societies agree 
that their disputes shall be settled by arbitration, and when an 
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award is made against them they must submit to the decifflon. 
The only question in this case is^ has an award been made ? To 
give the magistrate's jurisdiction some defect^ making the award 
a nullity, or that it has been decided with nudaJi&Sj must be 
clearly shown. Now. an award has been made^ and there is not 
sufficient evidence of maHa fid&s. We cannot listen to mere 
opinions as stated in the affidayits in support of such a charge. 
It is admitted that the objection that the deceased was not 
smnmoned was heard. The arbitrators may have decided 
wrongly in not giving weight to it, but still they heard it ; the 
most that can be said is^ that they came to a wrong conclusion. 
The case of Megina v. Grant is perfectly consistent with our 
decision. There one allegation was, that the arbitrators had 
neglected to make an awe^ at all, that they had wrongfully 
refused to hear evidence, and that tiierefore the instrument was 
no award at all. The court determined, and rightly, that it 
was no award. That is not at all like the present case. Here 
the arbitrators have heard the evidence ; and however mistaken 
they may have been in their decision, still they heard the case, 
and their award is valid. 

WiGHTMAN, J. — The jurisdiction of the justices only arises in 
case the arbitrators neglect or refuse to make an award. Here 
they did make an award, but it is said that the arbitration was 
so conducted that their award is a nullity. It is said, first, tihat 
they decided wrongly; that the member expelled had not 
worked for profit and reward; and, secondly, that they over- 
ruled one of the rules of the sode^. As to the first objection 
they are to exercise their own judgment, and they have done 
so. As to the second, they are to determine whether the rule 
was infringed. They may have come to a wrong conclusion as 
to these points, but they have determined them to the best of 
their judgment. There is nothing to show malajides on their 
parts. "Dieir award cannot be treated as a mdHty, and that is 
the only ground for granting this application. 

Ekle, J. — ^I am of the same opinion. The question here is, 
' Have tne arbitrators made an award P ' Nothing is clearer than 
the distinction between ^ no award ' and a * mistaken award.' 
If persons select a mode of settling their disputes, it is impor- 
tant that they should be bound by it ; therefore, although by 
coming to our present conclusion, we may inflict an apparent 
hardship on the party complaining, yet the efPect of our decision 
is advantageous to these societies. The case of Begina v. Grant 
has been properly distinguished from the present. 

Hule refused. 
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Reg. r. Rowland Evans, 3 E. & B. 863 ; 18 Justice of the 
Peace, 247. — 2>. having been expelled by a Friendly Society , gave 
notice to refer the dispute to arbitration^ and signed an agreement 
to be bound by the award of Jive out of nine persons, who after 
his exptdsion had beefi appointed arbitrators in the room of nine 
others appointed at the first meeting of the society y of which nine 
two had become incapable of acting, and the other seven had been 
alleged — but this was disputed-^to have left the place. The award 
eovfflrmed the expulsion of D, Afterwards the society gave notice 
of a meeting for re-hearing D,^s case; but D. refused to refer it 
agauiy and took out a summons before justices, wlio made an order 
for his re-admission ; Held, that the award of the arbitrators was 
binding, and that the order of the justices was made toithout juris- 
diction. 

On the 12th of April 1852, David Davies was expelled from the 
society called the Bangor Kechabites, for an alleged breach of 
the rules. He disputed the lawfulness of his expulsion, and 
served a notice (September 8), requesting the society to refer 
the difference between him and the society to arbitration, as 
provided by the rules of the society. At the first meeting of 
the society, some years ago, nine arbitrators were appointed, of 
whom two had become incapable of acting, and the other seven 
were alleged in the affidavits in support of the rule to have 
become disqualified by quitting Bangor ; but in the affidavits 
against the rule, it was alleged that they were living in Bangor, 
and willing to act. On the 12th June 1852, nine fresh arbi- 
trators were appointed by. the society, and it did not appear 
that this second set of arbitrators was appointed fraudulently, 
or that the society had any sinister views in their appointment. 
The notice of Davies to refer the dispute was served on the 8th 
of September following. On the 6th of October, a meeting of 
the society was held, at which the committee and Davies at- 
tended. Six out of nine of the new arbitrators were nominated, 
from which the five were to be selected who were to award 
upon Davies's case. Davies refused to proceed with the selec- 
tion, and to have his case referred, unless he was allowed to put 
aside one particular person of the six arbitrators. This the 
committee allowed him to do, and the five arbitrators were then 
chosen, one being an attorney, at whose suggestion an agree- 
ment in writing, simply to refer and to be bound by the award, 
was drawn up and signed by Davies and Rowland. Evans, the 
president, on behalf of the society. By the rules the arbitra- 
tors were to be persons not interested in the society. Davies 
alleged in his amdavit that he was unaware, at the time of his 
referring his case, of the objection to the appointment of the 
second set of arbitrators, or that thej had not been properly 
appointed. The arbitrators made their award, affirming the de- 
cision of the society as to Davies^s expulsion. Then it appeared 

F 
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that there was a notice of a meeting on February 25, 185S, to 
proceed to the re-hearing of Dayies^s case^ and that the second 
set of arbitrators attended it^ but Davies refused to refer his 
case to any of those persons. Davies then on the 10th March 
1858^ took out a summons before the justices. The hearing 
took place on the 15th of March, when the attorney to the 
society objected that the magistrates had no jurisdiction. The 
case was then adjourned to March 28, 1853, when five justices 
Httended, and it was decided to hear the complaint ; whereupon 
the attorney for the society, being dissatisfied with this decision, 
advised his clients to withdraw from the case, which they did: 
whereupon Davies proceeded to make his complaint, and the 
justices made an order, requiring the president of the said 
society forthwith to reinstate the said David Davies into the 
society, and adjudging that, in default of such reinstatement, 
the said president of the said society should forthwith after 
such default pay to the said David Davies the sum of 50A 

A rule nisi for quashing the order having been granted, cause 
was shown against the rule by BrmmoeUy Q.C., and WiUes, 

Cowling and Sodgson, contra^ were not called on. 

Lord Campbell, C. J. — ^I am of opinion that this rule should 
be made absolute. The mala fides has been on the part of Davies. 
If the magistrates had decided that the appointment of the 
second set of arbitrators was fraudulent, they would have had 
j urisdiction. But they have not done so. They had no jurisdic- 
tion in this case, because there was an award made by arbitrators, 
whose appointment Davies had no power to contest. It would 
lead to the most mischievous consequences to say that the ap- 
pointment of a second set of arbitrators, bondjide appointed in 
the belief that the Act authorized their appointment, and in the 
belief that the former arbitrators were dead or absent irom the 
country, or had refused to act, could at any time afterwards be 
inquired into, and that, if it turned out that there had been any 
misapprehension, all that they had done was to become void.. 
I am of opinion^ that the second set of arbitrators was handjide 
appointed, that in this case they had jurisdiction to act, and that 
their award was binding, and that after that Davies had no right 
to appeal to the justices. 

CoLKRiDGB, J. — The question is, whether according to section 
27 of the Act, and the facts in this case, the justices had juris- 
diction. They had no jurisdiction imless the society had refused 
to comply with the application to have the dispute settled by 
arbitration within forty days (4 & 5 Will. 4, c. 40, s. 7), or imless 
there had been a neglect or refusal to make an award. When the 
parties were before the justices there was de faiio an award 
made by the arbitrators, and there was nothing on the face to 
show that it was null. The burden was on Davies to show that 
there was no award. I agree with the argument that the award 
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made must be a binding one on both parties. (The learned judge 
then recapitulated the material facts.) One of the five arbitra- 
tors chosen was an attorney^ aad he, supposing that all the pro- 
ceedings might not be strictly regular, uiougnt it right that an 
agreement should be drawn up. When these facts appear, the 
necessary conclusion is, that Davies was estopped from contesting 
the award, unless it is shown that he was deceived, aad that 
fraud was resorted to in bringing about the award as against him. 
I think that this was a periectlv good award ; and it would be 
most mischievous if it could be re-opened under the circum- 
stances, espedally in societies of this kind. 

WiGHTMAN, J. — ^I am of opinion that the facts and circum- 
stances that appear on these affidavits do not warrant Davies 
in contesting the jurisdiction of the arbitrators.
